Khrushchev had sold his associ- 
ates the idea he could win con- 
cessions from the West. He knew, 
when he was here last summer, 
that U.S. planes were flying over 
Russia on a once-a-month sched- 
ule. And he has said he almost 
brought it up at Camp David 
where he and President Ejisen- 
hower spent a weekend. He did 
not. He went back home, say the 
foreign sources, convinced there 
would be no more of it until the 
summit had succeeded or failed. 


But to have a plane shot down 
and then to hear an announcement 
that the United States planned to 
continue these flights placed Khru- 
shchev in a tight spot. He was 
suspect. He was soft on capital- 
ism. He had not delivered. The 
word here is that one of the 
Stalinists suggested in a meeting 
of the council that Comrade Khru- 
shchev had been taken in by the 
imperialists. They had, it was 
said, made a fool of him. 


In a Rage 


So he went to Paris in a rage. 

The Chinese were saying, “We 
told you so.”” The Soviet army 
was angry because it knew the 
four years of U2 flights had given 
us much information. And Khru- 
shchev was the fellow who was 
playing ball with the capitalists. 
But he also is the man most popu- 
lar with the people so, with his 
political future, and maybe his 
life, at stake, he reacted as ex- 
pected. He reportedly told neutral 
representatives in France that 
President Eisenhower had double- 
crossed him and betrayed him. 
Gen. de Gaulle and Prime Minis- 
ter Macmillan also had the same 
charge from the near apoplectic 
leader of communism. 


This is one half the story. 


The other half is also a sad 
one. The fact the Russians were 
first in the U.N. with an appeal 
to the Security Council to rebuke 
the United States for a violation 
of Soviet borders is an example. 
The Soviets took the initiative. 
They hold it. The plausible U.S. 
open-sky plan was 24 hours late 
reaching the U.N. 


Official Washington 


Official Washington ‘is doing 
what it feels it must. It is rally- 
ing in support of the country. 
It is angry and grim because of 
Khrushchev’s vulgar insults. But 
while it is not saying so in public, 
it is a worried Washington: A 
sorrowing congressman of consid- 
erable stature said privately that, 
if the head of a corporation had 
shown as great a lack of knowl- 
edge of what was going on as the 
President has revealed, an angry 
board of directors would ask for 
his resignation. Washington is 
puzzled. It does not dislike the 
President. On the contrary, it 
has affection for him. But where 
was he? 


There was first the official de- 
nial of any intelligence flight.

Says Patrol 
Halted Riot

Gov. Vandiver Thursday gave 
credit to state troopers—whom 
he had ordered to guard the 
Capitol—for preventing violence 
in an anti-segregation demonstra- 
tion by Negro students Tuesday. 


He also said he has ordered 
one of his legal aides to make 
a careful review of state laws 
which grant tax exemptions to 
Negro colleges. 


State Auditor B. E. Thrasher 
Jr. suggested Wednesday it might 
be well to revoke exemptions of 
such institutions when they permit 
their students to engage in ac- 
tivities which indirectly cost the 
state money. 

Vandiver indicated at his semi- 
weekly news conference Thursday 
he liked the idea. He also agreed 
with Thrasher as to the estimated 
cost of the demonstration. 


Thrasher put the figure at $70,- 
000—including $10,000 for the 80 
or more state troopers, plus about 
$60,000 in man-hours lost as a 
result of state workers spending 
much of the work day looking out 
office windows for the expected 
demonstration. 


Asked if he thought Thrasher’s 
estimate was a little high, he 
said he certainly wasn't going 
to argue with an auditor about 
such things. 


While city officials—including

West Berliners said it 
was the biggest reception he ever 
received in East Berlin.

MILD SPEECH 

“In this situation,”’ Khrushchev 
said mildly, in an airport speech. 
“time is required, the effort of all 
peoples and governments is re- 
quired to carry out a summit con- 
ference after six or eight months.”’ 


The tired-looking' bespectacled 
man with his fringe of white hair 
read his speech in a dull, routine 
tone.

100 Listed 
Caught As 
Soviet Spies 


WASHINGTON (UPI) —A con- 
gressman gave the House a 
detailed ‘box score’ Thursday on 
Soviet espionage which he said 
showed that nearly, 100 Red 
agents have been caught spying 
on the United States and its Al- 
lies since World War II. 


Rep. Cornelius E. Gallagher (D- 
N.J.), a member of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, said 
the recent U.S. U2. spy plane 
episode was “‘child’s play” com- 
pared to the widespread espio- 
nage activities of the Russians. 


Gallagher said the number of 
Communist spies arrested in the 
free world is only a fraction of 
those operating on Russia’s be- 
half. He said Western intelligence 
sources estimate that Russia at 
this moment has at least 17,000 
spies active in free West Ger- 
many alone. 


IN GERMANY, TOO 


The congressman also said in a 
speech inserted in the Congres- 
sional Record that his figures on 
the number arrested,--prosecuted 
or deported ‘“‘does not include 
others whose capture may not 
have been revealed nor does it in- 
clude the nearly 15,000 persons ar- 
rested since World War II for spy- 
ing in West Germany.” 


Furthermore, Gallagher s aid, 
the Communists have kidnaped 
255 persons from West Germany 
“for intelligence and other pur- 
poses.”” In addition, 23 of the 
nearly 100 spies arrested in Al- 
lied countries other than West 
Germany have been members of 
the Communist diplomatic corps, 
he said. 


AIMED AT OUTCRIES 


His report was designed to re- 
but Soviet outcries over the U2 
spy plane mission which Russian 
Premier Nikita S. Khrushchev 
cited to demolish the summit con- 
ference with President Eisenhow- 
er in Paris this week. 


Sen. Bourke B. Hickenlooper 
(R-Iowa) told the Senate it was 
“high time” the United States 
“laid down a list of dates and 
names” on Russians caught spy- 
ing in this country. 


He said such a dossier would 
show that no other country has 
been engaged in “‘such vast es- 
pionage” as Russia. The Russians 
have been spying “‘brazenly and 
we know it,”’ Hickenlooper said. 


‘US. Hints 
No Norway 
Spy Flights 


WASHINGTON (AP)—The State 
department broadly indicated 
Thursday that the United States 
has promised not to use Norway 
as a base for future spy flights 
over the Soviet Union. 


Press officer Lincoln White de- 
clined, however, to specify exact- 
ly what assurances had been 
given to the NATO ally. 


The Soviet Union claims that 
the U2 plane downed May 1 was 
destined from Pakistan to Nor- 
way. Norwegian Foreign Minister 
Halvard M. Lange subsequently 
said it had been established that 
the U2 was headed for Norway's 
Bodo airfield. He protested to 
U.S. Ambassador Frances E. Wil- 
lis and demanded that the United 
States avoid similar planned land- 
ings in the future.

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Future Is Ringed 
By Question Marks 


President Eisenhower comes home 
today from the wreckage of hope and 
peace in Paris. 

The physical America looks just as it 
did when he departed less than a week 
ago. Washington is as beautiful as ever. 
Congress is still in session. Politics pro- 
ceed as before. The American potential 
is as it was. But however much the 
tangible world is the same the intangi- 
ble radically is altered. 


As the President comes home the 
major question is: Where do we go from 
here? For the moment, there is an in- 
evitable indecision. Not too much had 
been expected out of the Paris meeting 
but none had anticipated utter failure. 
Certainly no one had even imagined it 
would produce a Russia whose frenzied 
hostility would wreck and destroy the 
hope of international cooperation and 
substitute for it the threat of war. 

Russia does know where she is going. 
We now are aware that Khrushchev’s 
maneuvers in Paris were but the open- 
ing chapter of a new over-all Soviet plan 
which will intrude more and more into 
Latin America and Asia. But what the 
scope of it is and where it really leads, 
only the Russians now know. 

It now becomes imperative that we 
begin to know what we must do. This 
is why the President’s talk to the na- 
tion, which he will make next week, is 
so important. It will be most helpful if 
it deals not so much with a reply to the 
boorish, verbal brutality of Khrushchev, 
but gives this nation the harsh facts of 
life produced by the new Soviet hostility. 

What chances, if any, are there to 
continue the Geneva talks about con- 
trolling atomic tests? Will it be neces- 
sary to proceed with an arms race? What 
will the next president of the United 
States inherit from the decisions of the 
days ahead? Wilk it be possible ever 
again to hold discussions with the Rus- 
sians about world problems? How will 
this country reply to the Russian case 
before the United Nations Security 
Council? These are but some of the 
questions which must be answered. 

Rep. Chester Bowles and other Demo- 
cratic leaders think it necessat'¥ for the 
loyal opposition to create a debate on 
American policy so that out of it we may 
develop a national course. This is nec- 
essary because whatever policy we had 
expired at Paris. There must be honest 
criticism, these leaders insist, and less 
of the “for he is a jolly good fellow” 
mood. 

What caused the bungling which en- 
abled Khrushchev hypocritically to play 
the role of the injured innocent? What 
may we expect from our Allies, es- 
pecially France and Britain? What is 
likely to be the future of our strategic 
bases in small nations made uneasy by 
Soviet threats? These are but a few of 
the items which require national dis- 
cussion. 

The public, long spoon-fed the idea 
that all is well and that the adminis- 
tration may be depended on to keep it 
so, is going to be shocked at some of 
the sacrifices we will need to make in 
the years ahead if the Soviet policy un- 
folds-as anticipated. To waste the last 
seven months of the Eisenhower admin- 
istration would be greatly to handicap 
the next president and his administration. 
They are critical months. That must be 
understood at the outset.

Preservation of Liberty 
Demands National Unity 


One hundred years ago on May 18 in 
Chicago, Abraham Lincoln was nominated 
for the presidency. He was regarded as 
second choice. Sen. William Seward was 
the great favorite. , 

But something had spoken to the dele- 
gates and to the people whose emotions 
were reflected at Chicago. The Repub- 
lican Party was a new one. It had par- 
ticipated in the 1856 election and been 
badly trounced. It could easily have been 
defeated in 1860 had it not been for the 
folly and vanity of man. 

The Democrats had split up into three 
factions. The Southern wing had de- 
clared for maintainance and extension of 
slavery and justified it as approved of 
God and as being Christian. This was to 
arouse against them so much opposition, 
in Britain and in the North and West that 
they were doomed politically and mili- 
tarily. Had there been Democratic unity 
Lincoln would have been defeated and 
Southerners would have remained domi- 
nant in the congressional committees. 

' But God moves in mysterious ways. 
Lincoln was nominated. The Union was 
preserved to grow into the nation it is 


now. 
* Today, as Lincoln was to say later at 
Gettysburg, it is for us : 


every sacrifice demanded of us so that 
liberty shall not perish from the earth. 


To accomplish this we cannot enter- 
tain divisive policies which do not con- 
form to the ideals and the great dream of 
the Union and the dignity and freedom of 
man. For any party or faction to defend 
an immoral position which does harm to 
the nation’s strength is as much a folly 
today as it was 100 years ago. 


The pledge to the flag says it well— 
“one nation, indivisible under God, with 
liberty and justice for all.”

They were well-liked in the community, 
according to reports from Ringgold, and 
as of this writing no motive has been 
discovered for the dynamiting.

Ike Wins Respect 
In Summit Ordeal 


PARIS—At the blood stained hands of Khru- 
shchev, who loyally helped Stalin murder his way 
to iron control of the Soviet dictatorship, Eisen- 


hower this week suffered his most undignified, painful, personally 
humiliating experience as President of the United States. Though out- 
wardly tranquil and composed, Eisenhower was seething within as 
he sat, helpless to retort in kind lest he make a bad situation worse, 
while Khrushchev poured moral obloquy and insult upon him. 


The President knew in general 
what was coming but he had no 
advance warning of the fury of 
it nor the volume of invective 
and mock innocence to which he 
was subjected in a_ statement 
which the Soviets were later to 
read to some 3,000 summit jour- 
nalists from every country in the 
world. 

Nine times Khrushchev, whose 
network of spies and subversives 
have been caught red-handed vio- 
lating the sovereignty of most 
free nations, described Eisenhower 
and his action in approving the 
U2 intelligence mission as ‘‘pro- 
vocative’’ and four times as “‘ag- 
gressive” or as the act of an “‘ag- 
gressor.” 

Other adjectives and epithets 
which he flung at the President 
were: “ridiculous,” “‘crude,”’ ‘‘un- 
precedented,” “deception,” 
“treachery,”’ ‘‘disgraceful,” ‘‘ad- 
venturous,”” and 


Unquestionably these were the 
most lacerating and frustrating 
moments of a whole lifetime of 


basis of the argument to the So- 
viet premier by candidly stating 
in advance that the U2 was on 
a mission of reconnaissance over 
Soviet territory and by taking re- 
sponsibility for it. Within the con-

On Payola-Bribery Charge

NEW YORK (AP)—Alan Freed, 
onetime pied piper of rock ’n’ roll, 
was arrested with four other disc 
jockeys Thursday. They were ac- 
cused of lining their pockets with 
payola to plug certain records on 
their broadcasts. 


Dist. Atty. Frank S. Hogan said 
their take—and that of. two radio 
station employes also named in 
the case—ran as high as $36,000 
during the two-year period 1958-59. 
He put Freed’s at $30,650. 


Hogan claimed the old system 
of song-plugging based on friendly 
contacts has given way in broad- 
casting to cash-on-the-line bribery 
for the pushing of favored rec- 
ords. 


Freed was one of the first disc 
jockeys to adopt rock ’n’ roll. He 
built up a tremendous following 
of teen-agers who stormed thea- 
ters whenever he put on a stage 
show outside his studios. He has 


: 


However, it was not grand jury’ 
indictments that led to the arrest 
of Freed and the others. Instead, 
Hogan filed informations, charges 
of his own, accusing them of com- 
mercial bribery, punishable upon 
conviction by a year in city prison 
and a $500 fine. 


The district attorney declared: 
“Twenty-three record companies 
are named in these informations 
as having made these payments 
to promote the success of their 
business. It has evidently been the 
judgment of some manufacturers 
and producers that the economic 
life of their companies depends on 
the amount of air time given to 
their records, and sales are based 
on popularity—however synthetic 
—which is created by the disc 
jockeys repeatedly exposing their 
records.” 


Hogan said Freed plugged pay- 
ola records by playing them eight 
or nine times a night on his radio 
show and pushing them again on

took payola, although the charge 
has cost him a number of high- 
salaried jobs. 


Hogan’s staff came across the 
payola scandals during an earlier 
probe of television quiz show-rig- 
ging. At about the same time a 
congressional investigation into 
the matter got under way last 
November, Hogan put a grand 
jury to work here on payola. 
Thursday’s action was the first 
prosecution of payola in the na- 
tion.

Disc jockey Peter Tripp, 33, of 
New York’s WMGM, accused on 
39 counts of taking $36,050 from 
eight record companies in the two- 
year 1958-59 period. He once 
stayed awake 200 hours in a Times 
Square broadcasting booth as a 
stunt. 


Disc jockey Tommy Smalls, 34, 
of New York’s WWRL, 48 counts, 
$13,385 from 18 companies. He was 


immediately discharged by the 
station. 


Dise jockey Hal Jackson, 45, of 
New York's WLIB, 39 counts, 
$9,850 from nine companies. 


Disc jockey Jack Walker, 39, 
formerly of WOV and now of 
WLIB, 33 counts, $7,420 from 10 
companies. 

Mel Leeds, now of Los Angeles 
station KDAY, 40 counts, accused 
of taking $9,675 from five compan- 
ies when he was program director 
of New York's WINS, where Freed 
first won fame. 


Joseph Saccone, 25, former rec- 
ord librarian of WMGM, seven 
counts, $36,000 from one company. 

An eighth man also was cited in 
the informations but he has not 
been arrested yet.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — Demo- 
cratic Leader Lyndon B. Johnson 
announced Thursday the Senate 
will attempt next week to over- 
ride President Eisenhower's veto 
of a 251-million-dollar bill to aid 
areas stricken by long-term un- 
employment. 


The decision which defied diffi- 
cult if not impossible odds was 
announced as liberal House Dem- 
ocrats indicated they would op- 
pose a 180-million-dollar adminis- 
tration compromise which goes 
far beyond President Ejisenhow- 
er’s original 53-million-dollar pro- 
posal. 


Johnson notified the Senate of 
plans for a vote next Tuesday or 
Wednesday ‘‘on the question of 
overriding the President’s veto.’’ 
Senate backers of the bill were 
understood to favor this course, to 
make a clear record of having 
tried to upset the veto, even if 
they fail. 


The votes by which the bill 
passed the House and Senate fell 
far short of the two-thirds major- 
ity needed to override a veto. 

Liberal Democrats who steered 
their bill to passage in the House 
had hoped Senate Democratic 
leaders would hold public hear- 
ings on the vetoed bill before vot- 
ing on Eisenhower's rejection of 
it. 


The administration's enlarged 
measure underscored the election 
year importance of the issue in

Eisenhower vetoed the bill on 
grounds it would “‘squander” tax- 
payers’ money.

Mikoyan Disappears, 


Is Believed Outoft Job

NEW YORK—Indications mount- 
ed Thursday that Anastas I. Mi- 
koyan may have lost out in a vio- 
lent Kremlin clash over policy 
toward the United States that pre- 
ceded the Paris conference. 


The witty and wily Armenian 
who has survived nearly 40 years 
of Kremlin in-fighting has _ not 
been seen publicly since the U2 
plane crisis reached its climax. 

Some diplomats from Commu- 
nist countries suggested privately 
that if Mikoyan has fallen out of 
the inner ring this is a sign of a 
basic weakening of Premier Khru- 
shchev’s own position. 


In the opinion of these observ- 
ers there has been a sharp change 
in Soviet policy—a change of the 
magnitude that inevitably pro- 
duces leadership changes. 


Mikoyan’s eclipse, some special- 
ists said, may prove to be only 
temporary.

Israel Scientists Find 
200,000-Y ear Body 


JERUSALEM (#—The remains of a prehistoric man 
more than 500,000 years old have been found near Afi- 
kim on the west bank of the Jordan River, a Hebrew 
University spokesman announced Thursday. 


He said the discovery was made 
by chance when a bulldozer lev- 
eled a piece of land belonging to 
the Afikim settlement. Residents 
of the settlement called in Hebrew 
University scientists, who made 
a detailed investigation. 


The spokesman termed the dis- 
covery the oldest prehistoric site 
so far found in the Middle East. 
He said it was only the third of 
its kind ever found in the world. 


Along with the human remains, 
he said, were stone artifacts and 
the fossilized remains of animals 
of different species, most of them 
now extinct in the Near East. 


The statement said that from 
a few human remains found at 


the site—two fragments of a hu- 
man skull and one incisor tooth— 
no conclusions could yet be drawn 
as to the physical appearance of 
the human that lived there. 


It added, however, that other 
finds made at the site proved 
“that he was very primitive and 
did not know yet how to make 
fire artificially.”

ferier-environment. In education- 
at-attainment and income level 
these now belong to the middle 
class, and their drive is to se- 


cure the appropriate marks. of 
that status. 


Another element is the psycho- 
logical impact of the sweeping 
redefinition of Negro rights by 
the: U.S. Supreme Court. The 
butlawing of the legal forms of 
second-class citizenship in the 
Southern states has little practi- 
tal application in other regions 
of the country, where the barriers 
are largely extra-legal. But every 
Negro everywhere has emotional- 
ly identified himself with the 
Little Rock nine; the fortitude of 
these children has become an 
epic for a race whose prior 
heroes had consisted primarily 
of athletes and entertainers who 
gained fame through white in- 
dulgence. 


EMERGENCE OF AFRICA 


Finally, the dramatic emerg- 
ence of free black nations in 
Africa has given the American 
Negro the sense of ethnic identi- 
fication he had always denied 
himself. Certainly the African 
heritage, diluted by the passage 
of centuries and a heavy infu- 
sion of white blood, is remote— 
but now the Negro can look upon 
it with pride instead of shame. 


A light-skinned Negro physician, 
who had long since attained his 
ewn comforts and never con- 
éerned himself particularly with 
racial affairs, discussed the phe- 
nomenon with something akin 
to wonder. 


* “When I was growing up I 
never thought about Africa if I 
eould help it,”” he said. ‘‘To me it 
Was a scene in a Tarzan movie, 
apes swinging through the trees, 
and cannibals, and all that. I 
= I didn’t want to be identi- 
ied with it, and resented the fact 
that.1 was. 


* “Now when the news comes in 
from Africa these days it gives 
me an emotional wallop. I've 
hevéf seen those Bantus, and | 
robably never will—and the Lord 
eo I've got more kinfolks 
&mong the whites in America 
than I have in the Union of South 
Africa. But somehow it seems 
like’ my fight now.” 


PRIDE AND AGGRESSION 


‘ Racial pride can produce undue 
aggression—as it sometimes does 
among Negroes these days and 
doubtless will continue to do in 
fhe future. But it can also pro- 
duce the sense of identity and 
personal security that was denied 
Negroes when they were con- 
Signed without choice to a segre- 
gated society and subjected with- 
out effective recourse to any 
indignity a white man cared to 
accord them. 


This is the element the curb- 
stone psychologist finds most 
striking as he examines the shift- 
ink racial scene in the great, non- 
Southern cities. It accounts for 
@ certain ambivalence in the at- 
titude of the older generation of 
Negro leaders who sought through 
fhtegration the dissolution of the 
Negro community, and the total 
assimilation of its members. Rea- 
Bstically they recognized that the 
stubborn fact of pigmentation 
would make the goal more diffi- 
¢ult to achieve than it had been 
for other minorities who had 
attained it—but integration was 
= preachment they had inherited 

om a line of white reformers 
stretching: back to the abolitionists. 


‘ The rising leadership does not 
reject the philosophical concept 
of integration. Even more mili- 
tantly than their elders they de- 
mand the right of total social 
inobility—to live and work and 
attend school in circumstances 
that are in accord with their 
fheans and ability, and without 
reference to their race. Yet, when 
they propose to break with the 
White and the white-oriented lead- 
ership and use the weight of Ne- 
gro political and economic soli- 
darity to pursue these goals, they 
are in fact accepting, if not 
segregation, at least separation. 


* The parallel most often cited 
is that of the earlier immigrants 
who occupied many of the same 
— into which Negroes and 
erto Ricans are now huddled— 
the Jews, the Italians, the Irish, 
the Poles, and the Germans. 
These too were initially con- 
§igned to closed neighborhoods 
and menial employment. But with- 
in the ghettos they husbanded 
their resources, improved the op- 
portunities for their children, and 
in time began the outward and 
Upward movement that has in 
fact led to their assimilation in 
larger American community. 


THE DOUBTERS 

* There are those—and not neces- 
Sarily philosophical white suprem- 
acists—who doubt that the Ne- 
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Total Acceptance 


mary elements that held the 
earlier communities together and 
gave them common purpose are 


) missing in the case of the dark- 


skinned newcomers—a separate 
culture or religion or language. 


In the case of the Negro the 
attitudes long since imposed upon 
him in his days in the South are 
those of the white community, 
warped though they may have 
been in the past by the practical 
impossibility of his attaining the 
standards he was taught to re- 
spect. 


Oscar Handlin, the Harvard his- 
torian, who has summarized ex- 
tensive social studies of Negroes 
and Puerto Ricans in the New 
York metropolitan area in his 
“The Newcomers,” has examined 
these arguments and tends to 
discount them. 


In any event, Handlin believes 
that the developing patterrr of the 
future will produce cohesive Ne- 
gro communities—not the great 
slum concentrations of the 
present, but communities scatter- 
ed through the spreading suburbs 
and offering a variety of ac- 
commodations in which Negro 
families can find housing in ac- 
cord with their income level. 


VOLUNTARY IN-GROUPING 


Handlin contends that this is 
not only a likely development but 
from every standpoint — includ- 
ing the Negro’s — a highly de- 
sirable one. Everyone who has 
had practical experience in the 
field would agree that what 
Handlin politely calls “the gen- 
uine problems of social disorder” 
which now exist in the ghettos do 
not respond readily to external 
efforts at alleviation. They de- 
mand, in his view, communal in- 
stitutions created and controlled 
by Negroes themselves. 


If Handlin’s thesis is correct, 
and also proves acceptable to 
the new Negro leadership, - it 
would of course remove or great- 
ly reduce the greatest source of 
friction between whites and Ne- 
groes. The contest with whites 
for jobs is only a minor factor 
now, and this will continue to 
be the case if the economy main- 
tains its present rate of ex- 
pansion. Casual contact between 
whites and Negroes in places of 
public accommodation produces 
few incidents these days. 


The Negro runs into his great- 
est frustration and often en- 
counters overt hostility, when he 
seeks a decent place to live in vir- 
tually the only place he can find 
it — a white neighborhood. 


“I think this kind of develop- 
ment is possible,”” one of the 
young intellectuals has said of 
Handlin’s prospectus. “But it 
can’t be thrust upon Negroes by 
the whites. We’ve got to have the 
right to live where we please. 
Once we've got that 1 suspect 
most of us will tend to group to- 


gether voluntarily. After all, that | 


is really the point of the argu- 
ment — that we’re not different 
from other people, it’s just that 
other people treat us different- 
ly.” 

There is confirmation, too, in 
the fears voiced by Ray James, 
the Harlem political leader, and 
other practical men of affairs in 
the district. In the wake of the 
New York slum clearance pro- 
gram a few rather elegant and 
expensive apartment houses have 
been built and others projected. 
While open to Negroes, the eco- 
nomic factor keeps the number of 
Negro tenants to a minimum and 
the apartments tend to fill with 
well-to-do whites. 


A WHITE HARLEM? 


“If we don’t watch out,” Jones 
says, ‘“‘the whites are likely to 
ease back in here and take Har- 
lem away from us. After all; it’s 
the most attractive piece of real 
estate in the whole area. We've 
got hills and views of both rivers, 
the transportation is good, and 
it’s the only close-in area that 
doesn’t have any industry. We'd 
have some token integration for 
the Negro fat cats, but all those 
who couldn’t afford high rents 
would be shunted off into some 
new slum.” 


It is doubtful that the circle 
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will ever close in such ironic fash- 
ion. What seems more likely is an 
increased demand from Negroes 
for publicly-assisted low- and mid- 
die-income housing within the 
existing ghettos, even while they 
press ahead with the effort to 
open up outlying areas for those 


who have the means to graduate 
altogether. 


Sound public policy will rec- 
ognize that the demand is not 
only just but wise. These may 
very well be the minimum terms 
for racial peace. 
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myko contended the United States 
had no intention of giving up aerial 
spying.

Negro Convicted in Trolley Slaying | 
At Third Trial and Given Life Term |g 


A 19-year-old Atlanta Negro, 
whose companion faces the elec- 
tric chair for the same slaying, 
was given a life sentence Thurs- 
day in the killing of a trolley 
driver last year. 


A Fulton Superior Court jury 
deliberated about six hours before 
returning a guilty verdict with a 
recommendation for mercy 
against Percy Wilson Jr., of a 
Boulevard, NE, address. 

Wilson and an accomplice, Mor- 
ris Lee Harp, 18, also of a Boule- 
yard, NE, address, were found 
guilty in April, 1959, of the murder 
of trolley driver E. R. Lewis 


and were sentenced to the elec-, 


tric chair. 

However, Wilson's conviction 
was reversed and he was grant- 
ed a new trial. Harp was given 
a stay of execution pending the 
outcome of Wilson's new trial. 

It was Wilson's third trial on 
the charge. In April, 1960, a mis- 
trial was declared when the jury 
was unable to reach a verdict. 


Wilson was charged with using 
a pistol he had stolen from his 
father to waylay, with Harp, Lewis 
at English avenue and Fox street, 
NW. The pair were accused of 
shooting Lewis when he resisted. 


Lewis returned their fire be- 
fore he died, wounding Wilson in 


the arm, police said. Wilson had a 
wound in his arm when he was 
arrested two weeks after the 
murder. 


Wilson’s lawyers contended Wil- 
son shot Lewis in self-defense 
when Lewis pulled a pistol in a 
scuffle over the bus fare.

The way the housekeeping crews in our building broke the news 
to me reminded me of something Margaret Halsey wrote about 
the tenderness with which ships’ crews handle a lady traveler 
abroad. Such solicitude, such loving care, she said is normally re- 
served for the feebleminded or the pregnant. 


And that’s the way the chambray-shirted gentleman broke the 
news to me that I had to clean out my desk. 


‘“‘We don’t want to rush you,” he said gently. ‘“‘We just going 
to set the drawers out of your old desk over here on the floor and 
when you get around to it you can gut your papers and things in 
your new desk. You just do it at"gour convenience—don’t push 
yourself a bit.” 


He must have known he was striking cold terror to my heart. 
He must have known I was in no condition to face my past—eight 
or 10 years of past, jammed as long as one yellow clipping would 
budge, into the musty recesses of the battered old green desk. 


But his idea about leaving it spread out on the floor wasn't 
much help because people kept stepping into the drawers, sprain- 
ing ankles and bumping shins, and stuff kept dribbling out on the 
floor. 


So I finally braced myself and started and the first thing I 
pulled out of the mess was an old letter with a faded snapshot at- 
tached. It was a letter written many, Many years ago by a lady 
who is gone from Atlanta’s streets now but who will be remem- 
bered by some of us as long as we live. 


She was Mrs. Arizona Bell and she sold papers at the corner 
of Broad and Walton streets from the time she hit Atlanta in her 
late 70s until shortly before she died at the age of 98 years. 


She had a lively life. She was a bareback rider in Buffaio 
Bill’s circus, a stock actress who knew Mary Pickford when she 
was a Stage star, the veteran of “‘walking feats” in the West at the 
turn of the century and she had been married five times. And 
she kept having adventures that left her dizzy with excitement 
and pleasure as long as she lived. Once The Constitution invited 
her to attend opening night at the Metropolitan Opera and a lot of 
people pitched in to help her get fixed up for the occasion. She 
loved it, (“‘I was in show business once myself,” she explained to 
Rise Stevens.) She dived off the high board at Grant Park every 
Fourth of July until about two years before her death. And toward 
the end of her life she conquered a notion that ‘‘Nice women don’t 
vote” and accepted with pleasure an honorary membership in the 
League of Women Voters. 


But I didn’t know until I cleaned out my desk that she had 
lost her only true love. There was this letter, given me years ago 
to be read and used, if I wanted to, after her death. 


It was written to a girl named Margaret who was marrying 
the man, the only man, Miss Arizona ever loved. She married the 
others, she explained, ‘‘because they asked me to and I thought I 
could help them.” 


“I did not lie to them, I did not pretend to love them. | kept 
my heart free from half loves and debasing jealousies. While 1 
awaited for the coming of the King I allowed no pretender to oc- 
cupy the throne of my heart.” 


The ‘‘King” was a young boy named Jim, younger than she, 
and she didn’t marry him. But she willed him a bit of land that

What constitutes a _ special 
celebration for graduation night? 


After the graduation dance 
some celebrations have been 
termed “nightmares” by par- 
ents and students alike. 


And because of these socalled 
nightmares the National Con- 
gress of Parents and Teachers 
has launched an inquiry into 
high school prom nights and 
graduation nights. 


Atlanta teenagers are no dif- 
ferent from any other teens in 
the country. 


The graduating class usually 
breaks up after the dance into 
little groups to devise their own 
entertainment. 


Some leave the dance and go 
to a breakfast at a graduate’s 
home. But the curfew for teen- 
agers in Atlanta puts a crimp 
into the plans for happy grad- 
uates. 


A young Atlanta high school 
teacher who is close to her stu- 
dents says the trend now is to 
get out of town—to Stone Moun- 
tain, a long time favorite gather- 
ing place, or to a lake-side 
cottage. 


One teenager who graduated

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So many of you have asked 
me how to prepare and make 
drapery headings for pleats, 


that I thought it a good idea to 
devote a column to this. 


You readers have also been 
very adamant about wafting in- 
structions on how to make your 
own headings rather than using 
the tapes available by the yard 
with woven-in pockets for pleater 
pins. So, for you ambitious 
stitchers, here goes. 


Procedure is the same for 
lined and unlined draperies. 
Allow 5%” at top for heading 
and 5%” at bottom for 2%” 
double hem. Cut strips of crino- 
line or lawn for stiffening, 4” 
wide and 3” shorter than width 
of each drapery length. Place 
strip of crinoline across top on 
wrong side, ‘2"" from top and 
1%” from edge; stitch along 
lower edge: turn top edge over 
stiffening *‘2"’ and stitch; turn 
to wrong side and press. Side 
hems for unlined draperies may 
be finished by turning edge 14” 
to underside; then turn 1” for 
hem. 


Pleats should be made in 
groups of uneven numbers—3, 
5, 7—depending on number of 
pleats required to take up the 
extra fullness. Allowance should 
be approximately three times 
the width of window or space 
te be cevered. Fullness of vari- 
ous types of pleats depends on 
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until all pleats are marked. 
To form pleats, bring mark- 


ings together, stitch straight 
down to %"" below heading. Re- 
verse the stitch at either end. 


This procedure is used for all 
types of pleats. Pinch pleats, 
for instance, are a great favor- 
ite and are particularly good on 
heavier fabric. One of the most 
effective ways of controlling 
fullness of a drapery and allow- 
_ing it to fall gracefully is in the 
use of various pleats.

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After losing the Kentucky Derby aboard Bally 
Ache, jockey Bobby Ussery confidently predicted that 
his mount would turn the tables on Venetian Way in 
the Preakness. 


Oddsmakers and most turf experts don’t agree, but Ussery and 
Bally Ache have past performance going for them in the $150,000- 
event at Pimlico Saturday afternoon. 


Tim Tam, who plucked the black- 
eyed susans in 1958, was the only 
Derby winner to repeat in the Preak- 
ness in 11 years. Over the same span, 
six colts which finished second in 
Louisville finished first in Baltimore. 


There is, of course, no sound handi- 
capping system in horse racing, but 
you can lay odds that the Preakness 
winner annually will be one of the first 
four horses in the Derby. That system 
has worked in 10 of the last 11 years. 
Bold, who won the Preakness in 1951, 
did not run in the Derby. 


Royal Orbit, the colt which 
closed strong in the Derby to finish 
fourth, roared from last place to 
win the Preakness by four lengths 
last year. 


Colts redeeming themselves in the Preakness after taking place 
money in the Derby in the last 11 years were Capot, Hill Prince, 
Native Dancer, Hasty Road, Nashua and Fabius. Blue Man was the 
show horse in Louisville and the winner in the Preakness in 1952, 
and Bold Ruler and Royal Orbit moved from fourth in the Derby 
to the winner’s circle in Baltimore. 


This year’s Derby, of course, was supposed to have been a two- 
horse race between Bally Ache and Tompion, but Venetian Way 
spoiled the script. The Preakness is advertised as a rematch be- 
tween Venetian Way and Bally Ache. 


—Victoria Park Is the Darkhorse 


Only one of the other four starters appears to have much 
chance of staging an upset in the Preakness. That’s Victoria Park, 
the Canadian-owned colt which is trained by Senor Horatio Luro, 
who now resides in Cartersville, Ga. 


Victoria Park was soundly thrashed by Venetian Way and Bally 
Ache in the Derby, but was by far the best of the rest. Victoria 
Park had a terrific workout last Tuesday and has been installed at 
6-1 on the morning line. Venetian Way is held at even money and 
Bally Ache is 8-5. 


Senor Luro was still shopping for a rider late Thursday after- 
noon. He had hoped to land Willie Shoemaker, who has elected to 
remain in California. Ussery will ride Bally Ache and Bill Hartack 
will shoot for his second Preakness win with Venetian Way. 


If Venetian Way wins the Preakness, he'll have a chance 
of becoming the first colt since Citation to cop the coveted triple 
crown. Tim Tam almost achieved the feat, but the Calumet 
colt was injured in the Belmont. 


The Preakness marks the seventh time that Venetian Way and 
Bally Ache have clashed. Bally Ache won four of the previous six 
races, lost to Venetian Way at Washington Park last year and again 
in the Derby. 


Trainer Vic Sovinski is confident that Venetian Way will make 
it two in a row over Bally Ache Saturday afternoon. Sovinski has 
said frequently that he may not have Bally Ache’s number, but he 
definitely has the best horse. Mr. Hartack, who has been known to 
disagree with Mr. Sovinski, agrees. 


—The Track and Jockey Were Off 


Bally Ache will be making his second trip to post in the colors 
of his new owners. No doubt Joe Arnold and associates will be root- 
ing hard for Bally Ache to take the Preakness. They need the money 
after shelling out $1,250,000 for the colt which originally cost Leon- 
ard Frutchman a mere $2,500. Bally Ache, who has finished no worse 
than third in 23 straight races, deposited more than a half million 
to the Frutchman account in purse money. 


Trainer Jimmy Pitt, who wanted an off track in Louisville, got 
his wish. Now Pitt says he doesn’t know what kind of a track he'd 
like to see Saturday. 


Bally Ache failed to show any fondness for the off track in 
the Derby. Ussery kept the colt close to the rail, where the 
going was muddy, and it’s possible that the strategy hampered 
Bally Ache’s bid in the Derby. 


Rain or shine, Bally Ache will bolt to the front again Saturday. 
Hartack gunned Venetian Way past him entering the stretch at 
Louisville, but Ussery says he won't get around this time. Bally 
Ache may not be capable of running a stronger race in the mile and 
three-sixteenth Preakness, but Ussery shouldn't have difficulty in 
giving the colt a better ride. He was somewhat less than sensational 
in the saddle Derby Day. 


As mentioned, Bally Ache has beaten Venetian Way in four of 
six races. I was among the Bally Ache boosters who developed a 
headache after the seventh-race on Derby Day. But Mr. Arnold 
and associates believe Bally Ache is worth a million, so I'll go for 
two more bucks. Venetian Way should have his own way with the 
rest of the field, and Victoria Park is the third-place pick.

The courts 
have ruled that not even cooper- 
atives are immune from the anti- 
trust laws, which leaves labor 
unions the only ones free today 
to engage in acts that would be 
crimes if anyone else committed 
them.”’

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
government Thursday charged 
eight big manufacturers of electri- 
cal equipment with rigging bids 
and setting prices on both govern- 
ment and private contracts in vio- 
lation of the anti-trust laws. 


The Justice department § an- 
nounced that the eight companies 
had been indicted by a federal 
grand jury in Philadelphia. 


Indictments were the third in a 
series of charges lodged against 
electrical producers in a major 
crackdown on alleged collusive 
practices in the industry. 


Three of the biggest companies 
named in the anti-trust action 
were General Electric Co. of New 
York, Westinghouse Electric Corp. 
of Pittsburgh and the I-T-E Cir- 
cuit Breaker Co. of Philadelphia. 
Others named were Federal Pa- 
cific Electric Co., of Newark. 
N.J.; Joslyn Manufacturing and 
Supply Co. of Chicago: H. K. Por- 
ter Co., Inc., of Pittsburgh: 
Schwager-Wood Corp. of Portland, 
Ore., and Southern States Equip- 
ment Corp, of Hampton, Ga. 


The indictments charged the 
companies conspired to fix prices, 
allocate business and submit 
rigged bids to federal, state and 
local government agencies and 
other consumers on sales of elec- 
trical equipment amounting to 
\about $50 million a year.

NEW YORK (#—The New York 
Herald Tribune Thursday said 
merger talks are being conducted 
between Capital Airlines, Trans- 
Caribbean airways and an .un- 
named major carrier. 


The newspaper attributed its 
information to O. Roy Chalk, 
financier who heads Trans-Carib- 
bean. Chalk could not be reached 
for comment. 


According to the paper the 
merger would create an airline 
described by Chalk as ‘‘compar- 
able to the strongest now flying 
in the United States.”” Chalk de- 
scribed the third airline only as 
a “strong major carrier.”

Capital, faced with serious fi- 
nancial trouble, ranks fifth among 
the nation’s domestic trunk car- 
riers.

“Mr. Chalk’s plan for Capital,” 
the newspaper said, ‘‘is to inject 
new funds into the debt-ridden 
carrier, revamp its present man- 
agement and merge it with two 
other lines. 


CONSULT BRITONS 


“It was learned that Mr. Chalk 
conferred with representatives of 
Vickers-Armstrongs, Ltd., the 
British plane manufacturer which 
filed foreclosure proceedings 
against Capital after the airline 
defaulted on $33,800,000 in debts. 
Other talks have been held with 
Capitals bond holders and an 
employee group which is seeking 
to oust Capital’s management in a 
proxy fight.” 

In Washington, however, a 
spokesman for Capital said the 
airline’s management had not 
been in contact with Chalk and 
had had no discussions with him.
